Every so often some network gets 
the idea of finding out who is the very 
BIGGEST of all the entertainers, and 
then they decide to give him several 
MILLIONS of dollars, and then they 
have him put on whatever he wants 
to do with NO CONTROL, and then, 
of course, they are ABSOLUTELY 
SURE they will have the GREATEST 
SHOW EVER on your teeny little TV 
set. It never is, of course—in fact, it 
all reminds us of those old P.T. Bar- 
num ads: “Everyone wants to — 

SEE THE ELEPHANT 

SEE THE ELEPHANT 

SEE THE ELEPHANT” 
The trouble is, of course, that nowa- 
days everybody doesn’t. And the 
reason is that these one-man shows 
are based on at least three wrong 
premises: (1) that one man is (a) that 
big or (b) that much bigger than at 
least a dozen other entertainers who 
are equally all round and around; (2) 
that he is interesting enough to be on 
for a solid hour every single week; 
and (3) that, because he is a good 
singer, talker, dancer or whatever, he 
can also produce a show. 


In any case, Sammy Davis Jr. was 
this winter’s fall guy. And everyone 
was absolutely sure his very first 
show, with Liz and Dick as his great 


. guest stars; couldn’t miss. It would be 


the BIGGEST THING EVER. 


Again there was only one trouble— 
it wasn’t. In fact, it was one of the 
littlest things ever. Afterward, for four 
shows, because of a contract with 
another network—and, it might be 
added, pretty idiotic scheduling to 
begin with—Sammy wasn’t allowed to 
be on his own show. Grateful as he 
should have been for this privilege, 
in four weeks he was back. Further- 
more, talented as he is as comic, as 
raconteur and as actor, he was back 
primarily as a singer, with all our old 
least favorites—at least the way he 
sings them—“What Kind of FOO-OO- 
OO-OOL Am I?” “As Long as She 
NEE-AEE-AEE-AEEDS Me” and 
“Look DOW-AOW-AOW-AOWN That 
Lonesome Road.” Furthermore, on 
one of these shows he had Milton 
Berle, who unwittingly spit in his eye 
and then said, “Let a smile be your 
umbrella”; Frank Sinatra Jr., who is 
a poised and charming young man 
but no threat even to Sammy, let 
alone Sinatra Sr., as a singer; and 
finally a group known as “The Copa- 
setics,” about whom you couldn’t tell 
whether they were meant to be just 
funny or good. If the former, they 
weren’t funny enough—if the latter, 
they were too funny. 


Considering all this, plus undistin- 
guished production, it was no surprise 
when NBC announced that the show 
would end in April. But this is no 
satisfaction to us. Because the plain 
fact is, though there were many things 
wrong with this show, there are many 
more things right with it—and it is 
getting better every week. And when 
Sammy does something like his 
“Trouble” number, with Robert Pres- 
ton’s voice over his own gestures and 
dancing; or when he does, with the 
marvelous Johnny Brown, the “127th 
Street” number from “Golden Boy,” 
he is truly—as he should have been 
from the beginning—Mr. Wonderful.

WHAT IS BAD? 


A Kansas housewife asks some questions 
that are on the minds of 


many viewers —and an eminent critic replies 


TV Guide recently received from Mrs. Homer Moore, a Piedmont, Kan., housewife, 
an unusual letter which was inspired by her bewilderment about the standards 
used by professional critics to judge television. Her questions seemed not only 
valid but also quite possibly representative of the thinking of many viewers, 
and we felt they deserved an answer. We asked Marya Mannes, one of the 


Nation’s most perceptive crities, to reply. 


Dear Sirs: 


I am a Midwestern farm wife, 
middle-aged and not well educated. 
I try to get to bed by 10:30 because 
we are usually up by 6, or earlier. 
I love television and, although I do 
have strong preferences, I can be 
tolerant about most of the shows and 
actors. 

All of this makes me a perfect ex- 
ample of the favorite target of all 
TV critics’ scorn: a square, a citizen 
of the Corn Belt, a part of the moronic 
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masses! If I have a saving grace it’s 
that I have a voracious appetite for 
printed words and, therefore, read 
many of the things TV critics have to 
say. I think I understand what they 
write, but if they are really saying 
what they believe, I don’t understand 
why they believe as they do. I am 
not at all qualified to argue with any 
of them and I’m not just trying to be 
cute. I would like to have these ques- 
tions answered by a TV critic: 


= 


What makes fantasy? 

Critics scorn the idea used in My 
Mother, the Car as ridiculous, yet 
in “Peter Pan” we have the idea that 
people can fly without wings and re- 
fuse to grow up, and, what’s more, 
we must see this young boy played 
by a middle-aged woman with a voice 
to match. At least My Mother, the 
Car is better cast. But it is called 
silly and “Peter Pan” is praised as a 
classic of fantasy. Why? 

What is escapism? 

I know what the word means, but 
why is it used so often for TV enter- 
tainment and not for, say, Shake- 
spearean plays? Didn’t the critics of 
his day think his plays were for the 
ignorant masses? 

Why not escapism? 

I have supposed a little escapism 
helps keep me mentally stable and 
is a cheerful aid to my family. If I’m 
wrong, why? 

What makes a soap opera? 

I rarely have time to watch the 
daytime serials but surely they are 
as true to life as Shakespeare’s Portia 
passing as a man and, without train- 
ing, winning a law case. Yet one is 
considered melodramatic trash, and 
the other culture. Why? 

What is good music? 
Surely even critics agree that mu- 


sic is only for enjoyment, entertain- 
ment: or inspiration. Why, then, isn’t 
it good or bad according to how it 
affects the listener? If I, an unedu- 
cated person, get deep pleasure from 
listening to Jimmy Dean and _ his 
Chuck Cassey singers, does that make 
their talent less worthy? It seems 
music is often rated lower if it can 


_be appreciated by the masses. Why? 


What is artistic freedom? 

I often read that writers think they 
are hampered by the narrowminded- 
ness of the Corn Belt. Yet most of 
us accept Peyton Place as showing 
things that really do happen, over 
and over, in any size city or town, 
while the critics ery “smut.” Why? 
What is realism? 

Writers or producers seem to think 
realism can only be tragic or brutal, 
and concern only the dark, seamy 
side of life. Doesn’t it take even more 
talent to include the light, happy 
things of life in good drama? 

These are some of the whys I won- 
der about, and if they are reasonably 
answered, I’ll bet I won’t be the only 
interested reader.

You deserve to be answered, not 
only because your questions go to 
the heart of television’s functions but 
because you belong to the great ma- 
jority of viewers who, by turning 
on their sets for hours each day, have 
far more power over the nature of 
TV than we—the tiny minority of 


TV critics—have ever had. Most view- 
ers, in fact, don’t even read us: They 
don’t share your “voracious appetite” 
for print which has led you to ques- 
tion our values as we have questioned 


yours. 
So here goes, one by one, for better

What makes fantasy? Fantasy is 
made by imagination: We imagine 
things we know are not real, but 
which we would like to believe. And 
the test of successful fantasy is 
whether for even fleeting moments 
we do believe it. 

Now the reason “Peter Pan” has 
captured the imagination of four gen- 
erations of children (and grownups) 
is because the play embodies two 
great human yearnings: to fly (all 
by oneself), and never to grow old. 
And whether Peter Pan was played 
by not-so-young women or by boys, 
most people chose to believe in him. 
It was due to the talents of Sir James 
M. Barrie that they could. (I was 
one of thousands of children who fell 
off the end of my bed trying to take 
wing.) 

Now, I doubt that My Mother, the 
Car will last beyond the end of one 
season. The idea behind it is not so 
much fantasy as a gag, or gimmick— 
good for some laughs, maybe, but 
hardly likely to stir the imagination. 
After you’ve said to yourself, “That’s 
a funny idea, his mother being turned 
into an old car,” what have you got? 
Another formula comedy to pass the 
time. But—fantasy? 


Getting away from real world 


What is escapism? Just that. To 
escape. To get away from the real 
world of worries, of tensions or prob- 
lems, of daily boredom or suffering. 
Some escape through drink or gam- 
bling or pills, some look at television 
entertainment. Everybody needs a 
break from reality once in a while. 
But is there any reason why this 
break has to be silly or cheap or poor- 
ly written stuff, with a phony laugh 
track tacked on? Danny Kaye’s pro- 
gram, for instance, is a form of es- 
cape—but it has taste and wit and 
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charm along with the fun. 

As for Shakespeare, he managed to 
combine the most beautiful language 
in all literature with blood-and- 
thunder plots that have kept people 
enthralled for centuries. In other 
words, he gave both the mass and 
the minority what they looked for, 
and if his plays are not called “es- 
capist” it’s because they are so much 
more than that: They are mirrors of 
enduring human _ passions. 

What makes a soap opera? Well, I 
have seen quite a lot of them, be- 
cause I admire the acting and find 
them truly “escapist.” Some of them 
seem true to a certain type of life, 
give or take extra murders and crises. 
That is, they’re true to stereotypes of 
American middle-class suburbia and 
therefore not true of the millions of 
Americans who are neither middle- 
class nor white, nor of the many 
American wives who are too busy 
working to worry about all the things 
soap-opera housewives moan about. 

As for Portia being “culture” and 
soap opera being “trash,” here we are 
again at the difference between the 
imagination of a great writer and the 
slick formulas of Hollywood writing 
teams. If a woman in a Soap ever said 
the kind of things Portia does, I’d 
spend my day at the set. 

“What is good music? Music can be 
good or bad whether it is classical or 
popular, for the few or for the many. 
There is a great difference, for in- 
stance, between the Beatles, who do 
what they do extremely well, and the 
Animals, who are sick exhibitionists. 
There are superb folksingers and 
very bad ones. The difference depends 
on a lot of things, from the quality 
and range of their voices to the 
songs they use or the orchestrations 
they arrange. 

In any case, it’s no more true that 
something is good because it’s popular 
than that something is unpopular be- 
cause it’s no good. A lot of teen- 


agers go squealing-crazy about some 
pop-singer who is all wail and no 
talent. A lot of adults are bored by 
Bach because they haven’t got the 
faintest idea of what music is about. 
Nobody is going to stop you from 
enjoying any singer you like: It’s 
your privilege. The only point here 
is that your enjoyment doesn’t neces- 
sarily mean that he’s good. 

What is artistic freedom? Simply, 
the freedom of the artist (in the case 
of TV, the writer) to determine with- 
out interference what he writes about 
and how he writes it. It isn’t only 
“Bible Belt” mentality or the hy- 
pocrisy of our middle-class “morality” 
that stops him from doing so. It’s 
a television system that depends on 
getting the greatest possible audience 
to buy the products advertised. Since 
the sponsors can’t risk offending cer- 
tain groups of viewers, the writer can’t 
really deal with anything controver- 
sial or unpopular, and many of the 
most important human problems are 
both. Peyton Place, on the other hand, 
has no point of view: It’s merely a 
nighttime soap opera full of people in 
trouble. 


What is realism? 


What is realism? Realism isn’t just 
seeing that the characters of a drama 
are dressed correctly in period, al- 
though that is desirable. Realism is 
the reflection of life as it is lived— 
really lived. This can be tragic or 
brutal, tender or violent, comic or 
corrupt. A light comedy is just as 
valuable as a dark tragedy, provided 
it is the product of talent and keen 
observation. If the “seamy side” of 
life seems to attract more writers 
than the “happy things,” it’s because 
we live in an age of change and vio- 
lence which no artist can ignore, but 
which, unfortunately, too many me- 
diocre writers use to exploit the pub- 
lic appetite for shock and sensation- 


alism, particularly in the areas of 
crime and sex. 

Taken as a whole, your questions 
really boil down to the one crucial 
question: “What is Good—or Bad? 
And who are you, the critics, to tell 
us which is which?” 


Nothing harder to define... 


Well, there is nothing harder to 
define than standards. Some stand- 
ards are ageless, some are modified 
by time, all are subject to individual 
interpretation or prejudice. But I 
think it can be fairly said that a critic 
on a responsible newspaper or maga- 
zine has, in the pursuit of his pro- 
fession, read more books, seen more 
plays, heard more music, looked at 
more art than the average television 
viewer. His judgment is based on 
years of experience and deliberation, 
from the vantage of which he ex- 
presses his opinion on the value—or 
worthlessness—of a given work in his 
field. He may not always be right, 
but he has earned his right to judge. 

If he often seems unduly harsh on 
television fare, it is because he thinks 
the medium can do much better and 
the viewers deserve much better. 
We're all for entertainment—but why 
must it be silly and cheap? We're all 
for excitement—but why is a gun 
the only way to get it? We're all 
for popular music—but why must it 
all be for kids? 

If you are happy with what you see 
on television, we can only envy you. 
If we, in turn, strike you as being 
too critical of the medium, you can 
ignore us. Yet it is a sign of your 
intelligence that you choose not to, 
and that you have asked questions 
which, although these answers may 
not satisfy you, need asking. Thank 
you, Mrs. Moore.

native of Strasburg, N.D. “Many 
years ago I played with the Phat Mc- 
Laughlin Indian orchestra. We lived 
on one side of the Missouri River and 
the Indians on the other. There was 
a father and his two daughters in this 
orchestra, and it was a bigger or- 
chestra than I had at the time. I only 
had a one-man band—myself.” 

The highlight of Welk’s Homecom- 
ing was the ceremony in which he was 
crowned an honorary chief of the 
Sioux Nation’s Standing Rock Tribe. 
As virtually the whole town looked 
on, Welk stood under a splendiferous 
Indian chief’s headdress while tribal 
chairman A.J. Agard presided. Also 
present were North Dakota Gov. Wil- 
liam Guy, Bismarck Mayor Evan Lipp, 
and Welk’s two brothers and four 
sisters. 

For the occasion, the Sioux turned 
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out their band to show Welk how it 
was done Indian-style. “It was a 
tremendous orchestra,” said Welk, im- 
pressed. “They had one big drum with 
four Indians standing around pound- 
ing it. I don’t know if they missed any 
notes or not. That kind of music is 
over my head—like modern music. 
And while they pounded on the drum 
they hollered ‘boom, boom, boom.’ 
They call that singing.” 

Later Welk, not to be outdone, 
turned out his band, before a crowd 
of 5500 at the Bismarck War Memorial 
Auditorium. The Indians, he recalled, 
were also quite impressed. “They 
were all eyes when I turned on my 
bubble machine.” 

Now, the tour over, Chief Ho-Wa- 
Ste, or Chief Awon-Atwo, hopes to 
repay the Indians. “Someday,” he 
said, “I’m going to have a museum 
displaying my first accordion and 
that Indian headdress.”

The history of the 
Protestant Reformation is illustrated 
through films (taken in France, Spain, 
Germany and Switzerland), art objects, 
drawings, maps and scenes of locales 
where the 16th-century religious re- 
formers sought to gain influence. 

The Reformation began as an at- 
tempt to expose the worldliness and cor- 
ruption of certain of the Church’s clergy 
and to replace the rule of the popes 
with doctrines emphasizing the bond be- 
tween man and God alone. While such 
men as Erasmus of Rotterdam and Sa- 
vonarola of Florence helped the movement 
gain momentum, two figures stand out as 
having been most responsible for the 
religious upheaval which gripped Europe: 
Martin Luther, an Augustinian monk who 
in 1517 announced his 95 theological 
propositions protesting many Church 
practices; and John Calvin, a French

I can’t think of a greater waste in the 
world than being blessed with a nat- 
ural ability . . . and doing nothing 
about it. A talent for drawing, for ex- 
ample, isa wonderful gift. It can bring 
you such a rich and rewarding life that 
it just doesn’t seem right not to give it 
a chance to develop and grow. 
Nobody knows this better than I. I 
was born in a shabby tenement in New 
York City. I guess I always wanted 
to be an artist. I distinctly remember, 
-when I was six, drawing pictures onold 
cardboard to amuse my friends. By 
the time I was fifteen, I had earned 
enough money from odd jobs to go to 
art school. Then, over my parents’ ob- 
jections, I decided to leave high school 
after my first year so that I could 
attend two art schools at once. 
Many times I became terribly dis- 
couraged and thought about giving up 
art school to start earning money. But 
my instructors encouraged me to con- 
tinue, and got me work to tide me 
over. One day a friend urged me to 
submit my work to The Saturday Eve- 
ning Post. To my surprise, they bought 
the first three pictures I showed them 
and asked me to do three more. I

didn’t know that this sale would be 
the start of a forty-five-year associa- 
tion. I only kiew I was on my way 
toward the realization of my dream 
... making the most of the talent I 
was born with. 


Others struggled, too 


My story is not unique... other artists 
overcame even greater hardships. 
Albert Dorne left school at thirteen to 
support his family. At twenty-two, he 
was earning $500 a week. He went on 
to become one of the highest-paid 
commercial artists in America. 

Stevan Dohanos, famous cover art- 
ist, drove a truck before turning to 
art. Harold Von Schmidt was or- 
phaned at five. Robert Fawcett left 
school at fourteen. Austin Briggs, who 
once struggled to support his family 
in a cold-water flat, now lives in a 
magnificent contemporary home.

Nothing quite like The Man from 
U.N.C.L.E. has ever happened to 
television, not only in program con- 
tent, which has spawned a host of 
imitators, but in the fact that 
U.N.C.L.E. almost didn’t make it at all. 
After a faltering start in 1964, it got 
a time change and its second wind. 
Ratings went up, and letters began 
coming in from all sorts of people 
who had nothing much in common 
except they were U.N.C.L.E. nuts. 


* * * 

Here is a letter from a West Coast 
college student: 

“I do not write fan letters usually 
but after watching The Man from 
UN.C.LE. I felt that a letter of ap- 
preciation was in order. I feel that 
your program offers an escape from 
our problems. The cast has its prob- 
lems, but they’re mostly of a child’s 
dream world of spies and counter- 
spies.” 

A student at the Bronx High School 
of Science wrote: 

“What especially fascinates us is the 
fantastic array of gimmicks on the 
show. These wonderful gadgets are as 
devious as any apparatus now in our 
classrooms. We here at the Bronx 
High School of Science have developed 
(on our own time, of course) quite 
a few gadgets every bit as sinister 
as those on your show. Who in your 
organization can we contact regarding 
showing you these for possible patent- 
ing?” 

One Monday morning last spring a 
harassed CBS television producer dic- 
tated this letter to Norman Felton, 
executive producer of The Man from 
UN.CLE:: 

“Without any encouragement from 
their father, I have reared four wild 
Man from U.N.C.L.E. addicts in my 
own family. Nice children who are, 
in all other respects, perfectly normal, 
they beg me continually, constantly, 
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to get them U.N.C.L.E. cards, THRUSH 
cards, photos of Robt. Vaughn, the 
blond kid (Illya?), ete. Do you have 
kits available for fellow producers who 
must nightly compete with your 
superheroes or be branded weaklings 
in the eyes of their offspring?” 

The letter concluded, “Yours des- 
perately.” wpe 

* * x 

Norman Felton, a tall, shaggy sort 
of man, who looks more like the col- 
lege teacher he used to be than the 
Hollywood producer he is, sends out 
between 50 and 60 thousand U.N.C.L.E. 
cards every month, in response to as 
many letters which the program re- 
ceives. He is delighted with the popu- 
larity of The Man from U.N.C.L.E. 
—but with reservations. Until 
U.N.C.L.E., Felton was identified with 
serious dramatic and prestige-laden 
programs like Studio One, Robert 
Montgomery Presents, The U.S. Steel 
Hour and, more recently, The Eleventh 
Hour and Mr. Novak. Thus, despite 
his delight at U.N.C.L.E.’s success, he 
says, “I would rather have one Novak 
on the air than six U.N.C.L.E.’s.” 


He decided to switch 

It was Felton’s long preoccupation 
with serious TV drama, however, 
that was responsible for the launch- 
ing of The Man from U.N.C.L.E. He 
says, “Three years ago, I decided I 
wanted to do a series that would be 
just fun, I ad-libbed a story about a 
mysterious man who would become 
involved with ordinary people in ad- 
ventures with humorous overtones. 
The concept of the show has never 
really changed—we always try to have 
very human people, rather than just 
the two heroic men. But at first we 
had to hold back some of the more 
humorous episodes we made because 
the network thought it had bought a 
straight adventure series. It also took 
the public a while to realize what we 
were up to. I think that was respon- 


sible for our shaky start in 1964. 
There are still viewers who accept 
U.N.C.L.E. as straight adventure, 
which is all right with us.” 

Concerning the emergence of the 
unknown “blond kid,” David McCal- 
lum, as a star, Felton says, “I never 
had any idea he would become the 
hit he has. His part in the pilot film 
was only a few lines, and he was just 
one of many actors we considered. 
We picked him because he looked dif- 
ferent.” 

* * * 

A young lady in Los Angeles wrote 
the following letter to The Man from 
UN.C.L.E.: “Does D. McCallum have 
any toes? If so, please send me two 
pictures of them.” 

* * * 

Thirty-two-year-old David McCal- 
lum (no one calls him “Dave’’), Scot- 
tish son of a musical family, lived for 
years in cheap flats in London and, 
between 1953 and 1956, appeared in 52 


plays a year as a member of a stock 
company. Now suddenly and unex- 
pectedly successful, he says, “I’m per- 
fectly happy to receive any symbols 
that indicate success.” But privately 
he admits that he is annoyed by some 
of those symbols—like the David Mc- 
Callum Sandwich in the MGM com- 
missary (sliced chicken and avo- 
cado), sensational stories in fan maga- 
zines (“David McCallum: Why He’s 
Taking Special Love Lessons”), and 
being called “cute” (“That’s an Amer- 
ican word I hate. A litter of mongrel 
puppies is cute’). 

And with success has come doubt: 
“Part of an actor’s metabolism is being 
insecure. When you get a TV series, 
you start looking for other places to 
be insecure.” Last summer, during 
U.N.C.L.E.’s hiatus, he made a movie, 
“Around the World Under the Sea”; 
but now he says, “If I am working 
12 months a year, I wonder if this is 
the life I want.” continued

McCallum seems in many ways to 
be the ultimate actor, but he has little 
of the actor’s vanity, pretension or 
self-delusion. In a completely undig- 
nified guest appearance on Hullabaloo, 
he was never once referred to by his 
own name but always as Illya Kurya- 
kin—at his own suggestion. A year 
ago, when the character of Illya first 
began to emerge, he said, “Illya is 
mysterious. Couldn’t we make Illya 
and me overlap? I'll be mysterious 
too.” Thus, he has steadfastly refused 
to permit picture layouts involving his 
family—actress Jill Ireland and their 
three small sons. He says, “An actor’s 
sole purpose in life is to entertain. If 
he doesn’t do that, he fails.” 

A Kansas mother wrote to the pro- 
ducers of The Man from U.N.C.L.E:: 
“Our two teen-age sons have pictures 
of Mr. Vaughn and Mr. McCallum in 
their room along with those of Barry 
Goldwater and Dr. Wernher Von 
Braun.” 


No resentment 


Robert Vaughn, who has seen The 
Man from U.N.C.L.E. become, to all 
intents and purposes, The Men from 
UN.C.L.E., is apparently unperturbed 
by the sudden fame of David McCal- 
lum, who started out to be his strictly 
secondary side-kick and ended up as 
his co-star (one magazine devoted to 
the two even gives McCallum top 
billing over Vaughn). When it was 
pointed out that many actors would be 
unhappy in such a situation, Vaughn 
said, “Maybe a lot of actors aren’t as 
secure as I am.” 

The product of a disturbed child- 
hood (“I cried all the time”), Vaughn 
at 33 is enjoying his fame and all its 
fringe benefits. He does not object 
to the Robert Vaughn Sandwich at the 
MGM commissary (pastrami on pump- 
ernickel with a slice of Bermuda 
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onion), to the fan-magazine stories 
(“The Two Women in His Life!”), or 
to the adulation of pubescent ad- 
mirers (“2000 screaming 12-year-olds 
in Detroit tearing my clothes off and 
throwing stuffed animals at me”). He 
takes time to go into projects he be- 
lieves important. During the U.N.C.L.E. 
hiatus, while McCallum was making 
a movie, Vaughn played “Hamlet,” for 
free, at the Pasadena Community 
Playhouse and then returned to the 
University of Southern California to 
continue class work for his Ph.D. in 
the philosophy of communications. 


Exceeded fondest hopes 


Concerning the impact of The Man 
from U.N.C.L.E., Vaughn says, “I’m 
surprised at the reaction—I never an- 
ticipated anything like this.” But it is 
only the magnitude of the reaction 
that surprises him, not the reaction 
itself. He insists that he knew all the 
time that U.N.C.L.E. would be a hit: 
“T thought so from the beginning and 
told everybody so. Of course, I began 
looking red in the face that first Jan- 
uary when they were going to can- 
cel us.” 

As to the recognition, he says, “I’m 
not yet Robert Vaughn, only Napoleon 
Solo. You don’t get to be known as 
yourself in TV, only in movies.” And 
Vaughn wants to be known as Vaughn. 

* * * 

On a plane flying from Los Angeles 
to New York, Robert Vaughn was 
handed the following note from a 
fellow passenger: 

“Mr. Vaughn—May I invade your 
privacy to say thanks for being so 
gracious in giving your autograph the 
other night. It will be the most exciting 
thing we are taking back to our 18- 
year-old daughter.” 

The note was written on the back 
of one of those unobtrusive brown 
paper bags the airlines thoughtfully 
provide for mal d’ air.

Kangaroo on camera

In the melee of programs hurtling 
across the screen, altering the face 
of TV in response to seasonal fads and 
fancies, there has been one show 
which has lasted, calm and unchang- 
ing, for 10 years. It is so studded with 
awards that it has jelled into a veri- 
table social institution. It is a chil- 
dren’s show called Captain Kangaroo. 

For the benefit of those readers 
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. and Bob Keeshan off.

who are neither children aged 2 to 9 
nor parents and educators of children 
aged 2 to 9, this show must be de- 
scribed. It is a mild, low-key pro- 
gram which features such characters 
as Mr. Green Jeans, Dancing Bear, 
Grandfather Clock, Mr. Moose and 
Rollo the Hippopotamus. It consists 
largely of songs, dances, sketches, 
easy “how-tos,” visits with interest- 


ing animals, and comic routines in 
which a variety of human activi- 
ties, ranging from carpentry to con- 
ducting an orchestra, are performed 
with calculated ineptitude. And scat- 
tered throughout, like sugar-coated 
vitamin pills, are little religious ad- 
monitions, mild ethical homilies, bits 
and pieces of artistic and scientific in- 
formation, and small educational seg- 
ments about social and historical and 
international matters. This affable 
potpourri is presided over by a slow- 
paced, shuffling, wheezing old fellow 
called Captain Kangaroo—the “Kan- 
garoo” referring to the capacious 
pockets of his postmanlike uniform. 

Behind Kangaroo’s wheeze and 
whiskers is a 38-year-old man—pudgy, 
balding, with huge, soft, blue eyes, a 
low gentle voice, and the posture of 
a Buddha. He is Bob Keeshan. The 
show is his creation, he is its arch- 
ruler and spiritual mainstay. 

Keeshan’s personal story is soon 
told. As he puts it, “My life has per- 
haps been too dull and too even. I 
couldn’t say that I’ve ever had a great 
turning point.” Born in Long Island 
in 1927, the son of a supervisor for 
a chain grocery, he is described by 
one of his biographers as having been 
“an imaginative child, but not strik- 
ingly so, and a fair student.” 

On graduation from high school in 
1945, he went into the Marine Corps. 
After emerging, he resumed his job 
aS a page at NBC, and attended 
Fordham University at night for about 
a year and a half. He had intended to 
go to law school but abandoned this 
when he got a chance to be Clarabell 
the Clown on Howdy Doody, a role he 
played for five years. Clarabell was 
followed by another clown role on a 
show called Time for Fun. 

“It was a job to me. I’m not the 
classic comedian who wants to play 
Hamlet,” he says, in accounting for 
his settling, at so young an age, for 
squirting seltzer at people and taking 


pies in the face. 

When he married a studio recep- 
tionist named Jeanne and_ started 
having children (Michael, 14; Laurie, 
12; and Maeve, 11), his attitudes 
changed, and he attempted to create 
a better children’s show. Kangaroo 
was born and was an immediate crit- 
ical success. 

In the desert of children’s pro- 
gramming on TV—largely populated 
by cartoon mice bopping cartoon cats 
on the snoot, Captain Kangaroo 
stands out as an unusual show. The 
principal compliments paid to it usu- 
ally take note of this contrast: It is 
praised for not being hysterical, not 
being noisy, not featuring “violence.” 
And yet Captain Kangaroo is unusual 
on a much more crucial count. The 
sugar-coated vitamin pills of religion, 
ethics and social education, com- 
bined with a persistent vision of Man- 
the-Gentle-Bumbler, give the show 
its own special flavor and orientation. 
It is perhaps the only children’s show 
on the air which offers an actual 
philosophy of life. 

Needless to say, this philosophy is 
Keeshan’s own and he is conscious- 
ly imparting it to the children at all 
times in and around the entertain- 
ment. In almost every statement he 
has made for the past 10 years, he has 
said such things as: “We educate in an 
entertaining manner,” “If children are 
shown the proper example . . . they 
will form good behavior patterns for 
later life” and “We impress the child 
with healthy social attitudes.” To put 
it simply, Keeshan is a mild kind of 
preacher who is impressing a certain 
set of values on America’s children. 
What are they? 

Religion is one of the constant 
themes on Captain Kangaroo. Keeshan 
is a Catholic who is deeply absorbed 
in his own religion, but on screen he 
boils his convictions down to pure 
deism and recommends children be- 
lieve in, and pray to, God. continued 
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Captain Kangaroo /continued 


Ethics is another theme in the show. 
The keystone of Keeshan’s ethics is 
the concept of “gentleness,” which he 
sees as “a regard for other human 
beings.” He says: “I dislike very much 
a human being who tries to impose 
his value judgments on others, who 
doesn’t treat their ideas with respect 
even if he disagrees. I don’t dislike 
people who hold views contrary to 
mine. They shouldn’t dislike me. I 
would be very upset if someone told 
me I was absolutely wrong in a value 
judgment.” 

On the air Keeshan carefully by- 
passes any attempt to define good 
and evil: “The ethics of the show are 
generalized. My standards of good 
and bad may be different from those 
of the parents watching.” Captain 
Kangaroo constantly advises the kid- 
dies on the need for cheery “pleases” 
and “thank you’s,’ warns them

against “hate,” comes out strongly in 
favor of “love.” After the assassina- 
tion of President Kennedy he told 
the children, among other things, that: 
“To be a good American ... you need 
only to love your fellow man.” 


An active liberal 


Yet another theme is social edu- 
cation. Off-screen Keeshan is an active 
liberal. Lawrence Elliott, a Reader’s 
Digest writer and intimate friend of 
Keeshan’s, says, “I’ve been involved 
with Bob in local politics for many 
years. Everything he espouses is a 
reflection of his basic liberal feeling.” 
Although most of the educational seg- 
ments in the show might be described 
as politically nonsectarian, Keeshan 
occasionally presents little documen- 
taries in which he explains the virtues 
of such organizations as the UN and 
the Peace Corps, that implicitly ad- 
vocate a life of social service and a 
mild form of internationalism—along 
with little educational segments cele- 
brating the importance of America, 
the Constitution, the Flag and Pa- 
triotism. 

“It’s impossible to tell from what 
goes on the air whether I’m a Re- 
publican or a Democrat,” says Kee- 
shan. “I suppose any extreme right- 
winger would call me a liberal, but 
that just puts me in a group with 
170 million other Americans.” 

The most encompassing theme, how- 
ever, might be called metaphysical— 
in that it projects a fundamental view 
of man as an inefficient, essentially 
absurd, if kindly, being. Captain Kan- 
garoo sings—badly. He dances—badly. 
He conducts an orchestra—badly. His 
supporting actors are committed to 
the same type of chronic ineptitude. 
Says Keeshan: “We know we have 
clay feet, that each of us isn’t per- 
fect—and we find it an attractive 
quality to display this. So many of 
the heroes displayed to children are 
without flaws. That’s ridiculous! It’s 


unhealthy for a child to feel he can 
live up to a hero. He finds admirable 
qualities embodied in a hero; he would 
like to be like him—and then he must 
realize that he can’t be like him. Cap- 
tain Kangaroo would never be a hero 
to a child. He does bumble. He has 
feet of clay. This is a healthy thing.” 

This cluster of themes—God, love, 
social education, human imperfection 
—adds up to a philosophy that has 
proved to have unusual staying power. 
It is not difficult to see why. As his 
friend Lawrence Elliott puts it: “Bob 
stands for all the good things in 
public life. He’s on the side of the 
angels.” Says 
Keeshan’s agent: “Take the concept 
of Mother, God, and Country, roll 
them all up, and you have Captain 
Kangaroo.” : 

And you have a man who has be- 
come the darling of the TV critics, of 
such organizations as the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs and 
UNICEF; a man who has received 
television’s coveted Peabody award 
for instructing children in “ethics,” 
among other things; and a man who 
has captivated countless children—and 
many of their parents. 


Critics exist 


Nonetheless, critics of Captain Kan- 
garoo do exist, and some are fiercely 
vocal. There are a good many parents 
who strenuously object to the Cap- 
tain’s gratuitous recommendation of 
religion to their children. “I get pro- 
tests from atheist parents,” says Kee- 
shan. “This is one thing I can’t de- 
fend. I can understand why some par- 
ents might not like me to tell their 
children to pray.” 

There are also strong objections to 
the vague “everybody should love 
everybody” ethics. Some parents claim 
that while they are trying to teach 
their children to make discriminating 
moral judgments, Keeshan is preaching 
a nonjudgmental position.

And occasional educational seg- 
ments arouse protests—conservatives 
objecting strenuously at times to cer- 
tain subjects on the show. “I get pro- 
tests from some people when I do any- 
thing on the UN,” reports Keeshan. 

Finally, the bumbling; clay-footed 
view of man arouses some viewers to 
active wrath. Says one parent; “This 
man is trying to con the babies into 
believing that it’s human nature to be 
an incompetent dolt.” 


The man behind the makeup 


Keeshan, however, is well-cloaked in 
majority approbation. In 10 years, ac- 
cording to diligent research, no critical 
remarks about his character have ever 
appeared in the press. He is generally 
portrayed as a kindly, soft and gentle 
personality—and to all appearances he 
is a remarkably gentle, soft-spoken 
man. And yet, behind the scenes, he 
is subject to constant criticism. One 
of his show-business acquaintances 
refers to him as “a vest-pocket Mes- 
siah.” A former CBS official says, 
“Keeshan is self-obsessed and rude.” 
His close friend Elliott says of him, 
“He is often short-tempered and, on 
the surface, thoughtless. Afterward he 
feels guilty. ’'ve seen him talk on the 
phone for half an hour trying to ex- 
plain. It’s an explanation, not an 
apology. Bob isn’t the kind of man 
who apologizes easily.” 

Whatever the facts of his off-screen 
character, Keeshan is looking forward 
to some years of continued work on 
the air. Should the day arrive, how- 
ever, when Captain Kangaroo’s cul- 
turally endorsed virtue palls, Keeshan 
may very well decide to preach from 
a different podium: “If 15 years from 
now I retired from doing this pro- 
gram, and somebody said, ‘Would you 
consider running for Congress?’ I 
might well do it,” he says. 

It’s conceivable that the babies who 
are crying for Captain Kangaroo to- 
day may be voting for him tomorrow.
